ANNUAL REPORT

SCHOOL BOARD OF SOUTH HAMPTON. 


Another year is numbered with those of the past, and we 
are again called upon to render an account of the condition 
of our schools. While they have been far from perfect, we 
are pleased to note progress; the scholarship record compar- 
ing favorably with those of the ungraded schools of the State. 

We were confronted at the beginning of the summer term 
with the same difficulty which has of late been prevalent, viz., 
the selection of a teacher who, for a small compensation, 
would render satisfactory service. We have been peculiarly 
fortunate in our selections, however, keeping in mind the 
requisites necessary to teach an ungraded school, and assign- 
ing positions only when. satisfied that we had made the very 
best selection possible with the funds at hand. 

Misses Jewell and Elliott, respective teachers of the Peak 
and Centre Village school, could not be retained longer than 
the spring term, and the selection of teachers to fill the 
vacancy was not an easy task. Miss Grace M. Tuxbury has 
had charge of the Centre Village School the fall and winter 
terms. Miss Tuxbury graduated from the Amesbury High 
School with honors, and has since taken a course in the New- 
buryport Training School. 

This school has lost none of its attractive features, and 
while it was Miss Tuxbury’s first attempt, her work was by 


me 


io means indicative of it. When entering the schoolroom 
one could readily understand that he was in the presence of 
a good disciplinarian; while quiet reigned within the ranks, 
apparently it was not a heedless quiet. Each pupil seemed 
thoroughly interested in his work, and the daily use of the 
one hundred and ninety square feet of blackboard surface 
was positive evidence that there was good and faithful work 
being accomplished. We can but make special mention of 
the work accomplished by the younger pupils. Not only 
were excellent methods practiced, to occupy their attention 
during recitation, but equally interesting methods devised to 
keep them interested and studious after returning to their 
desks. In fact, the schoolroom on the day of the last visit 
made by your Committee seemed more like a mechanical in- 
stitution, with each laborer doing his part, than like the dull, 
dreary schoolroom, where often lazy, heedless pupils while 
away their time in mischief making, or building unprofita- 
ble air castles. 

It is not necessary for us to comment upon the progress 
made in the Upper Village School. To employ Miss Fannie 
B. Eaton as teacher, means a successful school, and her work 
the past year has been conducted in her usual painstaking 
manner, with good results. 

At the Peak Village School, Miss Emma A. Morrill filled 
the vacancy made by Miss Jewell’s resignation. Miss Mor- 
rill is also a graduate of the Amesbury High School, and is 
a young lady of exemplary character, and has exerted an in- 
fluence over her pupils which we trust will long be manifest 
in this school. Asa whole, the school has made good pro- 
gress in the different branches taught, and we feel that the 
work accomplished is well worthy of praise. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


In our former reports we have hinted at what seems to us 
-a serious drawback to good progress, viz., non-attendance. 
It is a fact, that all must acknowledge, that a good teacher

cannot make a good school without regular attendance. A 
few facts which we have gleaned from our school registers, 
may throw a little light on the subject. With seventy-seven 
pupils enrolled the past year, there have been 2104 absences 
in the three schools, equal to the absences of fourteen pupils — 
for the entire school year. One can readily see that this 
state of aflairs ought not to exist; and just how to remedy 
this deplorable condition of things is a question that those 
who are responsible can and are duty bound to settle. It is 
not an easy matter for one to teach an ungraded school, 
owing to the large number of classes; but it is far more diff. 
cult to do satisfactory service where pupils are absent from 
recitation day after day. With a little sacrifice on the part 
of the parents, we believe that these absent marks could be 
reduced to the minimum. 

Critics say, ‘‘that a good teacher should be employed, if 
but fora few weeks only.” Wedo not recall an instance 
where the attainments of our teachers have not been sufficient 
to instruct any pupil under them, and sincerely believe that 
with proper encouragement at home, at all times being care- 
full to instill into the minds of the young three cardinal prin- 
ciples — Punctuality, Studiousness, and Obedience — our 
schools will in the future make a stride, of which we may 
well feel proud; our teachers accomplish more, and_ the 
pupils form habits which will be of inestimable value to 


them in a{ter life.

BEACH PROPERTY. 
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The Selectmen in presenting this annual report of the 
financial condition of the town have deemed it expedient to 
add the decision of the Supreme Court in the matter of the 
claim of the town of Seabrook to the beach land situated in 
said town. The decision is by Lewis W. Clark, Associate 
Justice, and was given at the summer term, 1893. 

The alleged trespass is upon the tract of land in contro- 
versy in South Hampton vs. Fowler, 52 N. H. 225. 

Prior to the establishment of the boundary between the 
province of New Hampshire and the province of Massachu- 
setts in 1741, the territory had been within the limit of 
Salisbury in the province of Massachusetts Bay, and the case 
finds that the land in controversy was at that time and for 
many years prior thereto had been in the possession of the 
Commoners or proprietors of the common lands of Salis- 
bury. 

After the establishment of the boundary line substantially 
as it exists between the states at the present time, a charter 
was granted May 25, A. D. 1742, at the petition of sundry 
inhabitants of the land bordering on Massachusetts, granting 
and confirming to the said inhabitants and their successors 
to be a town or parish incorporate by the name of South 
Hampton, bounded as follows: Beginning at the Atlantic 
ocean on the east, at a distance three miles north of the 
mouth of the Merrimac river, and thence to run northerly to 
the bounds of that part of Hampton called Hampton Falls, 
thence westerly to the parishes of Kensington and Kingston, 
including all the inhabitants and their estates, from the said 
three miles north of the river northerly from Mitchell’s line 
(State line) to Hampton Falls, excepting the lands, estates 
and falls of Jacob French and certain others named in the

charter, ‘‘who are hereby annexed to the parish of Hamp- 
ton Falls.” ‘*To have and to hold all the privileges and im- 
munities of a town corporate, and to be ruled and governed 
in all respects for the said town affairs by the laws of the 
province of New Hampshire, as other towns are.” 

The land in controversy is within the boundaries of the 
South Hampton charter. 

December 4, A. D. 1742, upon the petition of sundry of 
the inhabitants of South Hampton setting forth that because, 
‘tby reason of their distance from the meeting-house it was 
difficult to attend public worship and other affairs of the 
town usually transacted there, and therefore praying to be 
set off to the parish of Hampton Falls to which they were 
nearest, which having been considered and appearing rea- 
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sonable,” it was enacted by the provincial legislature that 
‘¢all the inhabitants and their estates lying to the eastward of 
said line (near the westly line of the brook) within said part 
of South Hampton shall be annexed to Hampton Falls parish 
aforesaid, and are hereby determined and declared to belong 
to the same to all intents and purposes whatever excepting 
only with respect to the duty of repairing highways below or 


, 


to the eastward,” of a line described. As the set off from 


South Hampton to Hampton Falls was of the ‘inhabitants 
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and their estates” in that part of South Hampton eastward of 
what is now the westerly line of Seabrook, without other 
description it did not include the non-resident and uninhabit- 
ed lands of South Hampton lying east of that line and 
southerly of the part set off, and did not extend to the Massa- 
chusetts line or to the ocean, and did not include the beach 
land. 

June 3, 1768, a charter was granted by the provincial legis- 
lature in corporating a new parish in Hampton Falls by cer- 
tain boundaries (describing a line beginning on Kensington 
line and extending by sundry intermediate bounds to the 
mouth of Brown’s river, and being substantially the present 
line between Hampton Falls and Seabrook) which is de- 
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clared to be ‘‘the dividing line between the old parish of 
Hampton Falls and said new parish, which contains all that 
part of Hampton Falls which lays southerly of said line and 
easterly of Kensington line, and all the polls and estates with- 
in said boundaries are hereby enacted and incorporated into 
a new parish by the name of Seabrook.” A clause in the 
charter permitted any person within two months after the 
division was made to poll with his estate into the other parish, 
thus giving to the inhabitants the privilege of choosing which 
parish they would belong to. 

The exercise of this privilege caused confusion afterward 
in the matter of highway taxes, and in 1791 the legislature 
upon petition enacted that the inhabitants should work or pay 
their highway tax inthe parish where they lived. The peti- 
tion of the legislature recited that Seabrook was taken off 
from Hampton Falls and made a distinct parish on account 
of the dissent of the people from a settlement of the Rev. Mr. 
Wingate as the minister of the parish of Hampton lalls and 
that liberty was given to persons on either side of the division 
to poll off with their estate into the other parish” that they 
might have the choice as to the enjoyment of the privileges 
of religious worship in one parish or the other.” Vol. 12, 
N. H. Town Papers. 

It is apparent that Seabrook when incorporated as a parish 
in 1768 was taken entirely from Hampton Falls by the act of 
Dec. 4, 1742, being separated from the ocean and from Massa- 
chusetts by the easterly portion of South Hampton. Froma 
plan of South Hampton filed in the office of the Secretary of 
State under the act of Dec. 30, 1803. requiring town parishes 
and places to be surveyed for the purpose of obtaining a map 
of the state (Laws of 1804 p. 207.), showing among other 
things the extent other towns adjoined, it appears that what 
is now the southern portion ,of Seabrook was then included 
within the limits of South Hampton. 

This plan contains the following memoranda: ‘*South 
Hampton joins Seabrook or runs down or upon Seabrook 
1go1 rods.” 
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‘‘South Hampton adjoins Salisbury, Mass,, as the line runs 
3077 rods.” South Hampton taxes all the non-resident land 
below the double line (Seabrook west line) to the ocean, but 
the inhabitants belong to Seabrook, 52 N. H., 226. 

Thus it appears and it is agreed that the boundaries of the 
parish of Seabrook as incorporated June 3, 1768, did not in- 
clude the beach in controversy. 

If Seabrook has a title to the beach it has been acquired 
since its charter was granted. The only mode suggested by 
which a title could be gained is by the act of June 26, 1822. 
That act confirmed and established the westerly boundary 
line of Seabrook and enacted that ‘‘all the lands non-resident 
as well as resident, and the waters lying easterly thereof to 
the sea shall belong to the town of Seabrook for the purpose 
of taxation and jurisdiction and to all other loyal and consti- 
tutional intents and purposes whatever. 

Provided, however, that any part thereof which is now the, 
public property of the town of South Hampton, shall be ex 
empt from taxation so long as the same shall belong to that 
corporation.” 

The act did not purport to transfer any title or make any 
grant of land. It extended the municipal franchise over the 
territory but it neither divested nor conferred any title. Its 
operations and effect was to make all the land, non-resident 
as well as resident, within the limits defined, subject to the 
municipal authority of the town of Seabrook, the resident 
land being already under its jurisdiction. 

The mere act of incorporation of the inhabitants of a ter- 


ritory confers no title to the land previously granted or un- 
granted. 

But if the law was otherwise the recognition of the claim 
of South Hampton to the ownership of a portion of the ter- 
ritory by exempting it from taxation is conclusive that the 
legislature did not undertake or intend to transfer any land 
title from South Hampton to Seabrook. 

It does not appear that Seabrook ever acquired a title to 
the beach land in controversy. 

Judgment for the defendant.
